United Kingdom totalling nearly 
$50,000,000 in value were announe- 
et on September 25, by Hon. 


James G. Gardiner, Dominion Min- 
ister of Agriculture, shortly after 
his return from the Food and Agri- 
culture conference in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, and meetings with the 
British Ministry of Food in London. 

Of these contracts the largest 
sngle item is for egus, valued at 
approximately 838,000,000. The 
Special Products Board has con- 
tracted to deliver from February 1, 
1947, to January 351, 1948, a total 
of 7,500 lone tons of sugar dried 
egg powder and 1,750,000 cases of 
shell eggs, (30 dozen to the case), 
of which 600,000 cases may be 
storage eses. The quantity of eggs 
required to fill this contract is the 
same as is required by the current 
1946 contract, but the price ob- 
tained by the latest contract per- 
mits an increase over the 1946 
price of one cent per dozen to the 
producer in the spring buying per- 
iod, February 1, 1947 to May 31, 
1947, and an increase of two cents 
per dozen in the fell buving period, 
September 1, 1947 to January 31. 
1948. 

The record quantity ef apples, 
peas, beans and fruit puip which 
the Special Products Board has con- 
tracted to defiver from the 1946 
crop has an estimated value of 12,- 
000,000, Mr. Gardiner disclosed par- 
ticulars of the following contracts:

Under satisfactory conditions 
two weeks of fattening should be 
sufficient to produce top grade 
birds with crates, whereas three to 
four weeks is usually necessary if 
fattening is done in pens. 

If possible, skim milk or butter- 
milk should be used to mix fatten- 
ing feeds. Unwatered whey also 
gives satisfaction. Oat groast 
ground not too finely, ground 
heavy oats from which most of the 
hulls have been sifted or ground 
corn are the most efficient of the 
common grains for fattening pur- 
poses. Buckwheat, wheat, oats, 
(with hulls) and barley are the 
next best in order of merit. A mix- 
ture of the best of the above grains 
wet-mixed as stated above, will 
give satisfaction. If 7 to 10 per cent 
of meat meal is added to the mix- 
ture, gains considerably in excess 
of the additional cost of the meat 
meal should be made, but where 
not possible the grain and milk 
mixture should suffice. 


Birds should be starved for 18 to 
24 hours before fattening and flush- 
ed with epsom salts (% fb. per 100 
mature birds). They should have 
water to drink between feedings. 
Feeds should be mixed to consist- 
ency which will just pour and be 
given twice daily in such quantity 
that they will clean it up in twenty 
minutes, any residue being remov- 
j ed. Starve the birds for from 10 to 

14 hours before killing and chill as 
quickly as possible after killing.

port demands are increasing stead- 
ily. 

In view of the tremendous de- 
mand for forest products and the 
large number of unfilled vacancies 
for woodsworkers, the Department 
of Labour in co-operation with the 
Provinces and forest industries 
have begun an active woods labor 
campaign to encourage all suitable, 
available men to accept woods em- 
ployment, the Minister said.

How can we 
make sure that it asserts itself with 
general if not invariable common 
sense and rectitude? 

However the methods change, the 
vital principles in evoking the best 
of the forces latent in democratic 
opinion remain the same. Three in 
number, they have not altered since 
public opinion was effectively born in 
Britain, America and France in the 
eighteenth century. 

The first principle is the import- 
nee of the leader, the dominating in- 
dividuality. The best kind of leader, 
the people always feel instinctively,

is the man who thinks not of party , 


or section, but of the welfare of the 
whole nation, The masses have never 
failed to rise to a Pitt, Peel or Glad- 
stone who tried to speak in the in- 
terests of all Britain, or to a Jack- 
son, Lincoln and Wilson equally in- 
tent on the good for the whole of 
America, The public have almost 
never failed to stick by such men. 
Sectional leaders get cast aside. 


The real statesmen always lift’ the| 


citizens to their own level. The Bri- 
tish used to say that the tone and 
ability of Parliament rose and fell 
With the Prime Minister guiding it, 
The second clement in calling for 
the best side of public opinion is a 
program. We do not need a_ five- 
year plan— but we do need something 
Substantially its equivalent.

Three-Quarters Of A Million Visitors’! May Be Made From) Saskatehewan 


To Canada's National Parks 
Preliniinary returns show that at 
the end of August, well over three- 
quarters of a million visitors had en- 
tered the national parks of Canada 


Since the opening of the present 
tourist season. This information has 
been disclosed in a statement re- 


leased by the Honourable J. A. Glen, 
Minister of Mines and Resources, 
During the whole of 1945 the national 
parks received slightly more than 
600,000 visitors. In August alone this 
year approximately 261,000 persons 
entered the park gates compared 
With 169,000 during the same month 
in 1945 

A feature of this year's park at- 
tendance is the greatly increased 
Which has been made of the 
camp-grounds, Many of these camp- 
ing places are equipped with electric 
light, running water, community 
buildings, and kitchen shelters and 
have organized receration and enter- 
tainment. Reports indicate that in 
several of the parks more than twice 
the number of campers made use of 
these facilities as compared with last 
year, bringing with them their own 
camping equipment or automobile 
trailers, This helped very materially 
to relieve the pressure on other tour- 
ist accommodation in the parks,
